- WHEREAS, Loma Drive carries approximately 1,000 vehicles per day with a
posted speed limit of 30 miles per hour; and

WHEREAS, currently, the roadway is striped with a centerline, the segment
between Lockeford Street and Turner Road has the same street widths as other minor
collectors, and this segment operates similar to a through street; and :

WHEREAS, staff recommends designating Loma Drive as a through street,
which will allow staff to install stop signs on the intersecting cross streets, such as at
Lake Street and Colette Street.

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that the Lodi City Council hereby
establishes Loma Drive, between Lockeford Street and Turner Road, as a through street
and hereby amends Traffic Resolution 97-148, Section 2B, Through Streets.
